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1. 13 The amendment filed on 17 June 2004 under 37 CFR 1.312 has been considered, and has been:

The request under 1. 132 to include a completed form PTO-1449 that was alleged to be filed on January 22, 2002 is 
disapproved because the PTO's records do not support the filing of said PTO'1449 (IDS). There are no records in PALM or 
in the file history to support that said IDS was filed prior to the notice of allowance. Telephone calls were made to William 
Player, Applicant's representative, inluding on 9/13/2004, to request a Post card reciept as evidence of filing the IDS. Mr 
Player could not provide a Post card receipt at this time. Since there is no evidence to support the filing of said IDS, the 
request has been disapproved. 
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
